I'auatn.s Cataract. 


ljrofessov J. W. Spencer says the first 


conjecture as to tho ago of Niagara falls 
v/as made by Andivv/ Ellicott in 1790. 
Elhcott believed tho falls to be 65,000 
years old. About 1811 Lylo estimated 
tho ngo of tho falls as 35 000 years. All 
of the^o caily estimates v.'ero purely coii- 
jecttno, but they were correct in assum- 
ing that tho gorge had been excavated 
by the liver. Protestor Spencer, in oxit- 
liuiug the progiess of the falls, says 
that a little stream draining tho Eiio' 
basin OIK-O fell about 200 fiet above the 
brow of the Uiagara escarpment. This 
stream waa nut over one-fourth the vol 
ume of the recent cataiact and conse- 
quently excavated tlie goigo ot a much 
slower rati' thuii at pi-Pbont.

THf LABOK COMMISSION'S REVOKT. 


The report of the Commission which 


lias been investigating the railway 
strike of last Summer shows that the 
railroads were more to blame than the 
strikers. Twenty-four railroads, with 
a capitalization of $2,208,000,000, v ere 
in the General Managers' Association. 
This Association attempted to lit the 
wages of the 1^20,000 employes of !he 
twenty-four ro^rltt. Railroad clr rtnrs 
do not authorizs roads to form associa- 
tions to fix wages nor to force their 
acceptance nor to battle with strike*. 
These features of the General Mana- 
gers' Association were illegal. 
The 


extension of the Association would re- 
sult in an aggregation of power ;uul 
capital dangerous to the people und 
their liberties as well as to the railroad 
employes and t' eir rights. Whon -ail- 
roads are allo ,ed to combine u> fix 
wages for their joint protection, it is 
rank injustice to Jeuy the rigU'1' of 
labor upon raihofids to unite for 
im- 


ilar purposes. Until railroads =el the 
example no giaat viniou of railtoad 
employes was ever attempted.

Wilson is 
ix jail. The negroes are greatly ex- 
cited.

The Chicago Lire Stock Report of last 


Friday says the highest prices paid in 
that market last week were: Cattle 
$7 95; hoga $4 85; Sheep $3 75 per 100 
pounds live weight. The decrpase in 
tbe supply of range cattle was very 
material. The few good lots offered 
sold at strong and higher prices, and 
medium sorts sold readily at better 
prices. Eighteen head of Montanas 
averaging 1,461 pounds brought $4 90 
per 100 pounds, and one or two other 
bunches $-1 to $4 50 per 100 pounds. 
The best grades are 20 to 25 cts., and 
commoner sorts about 10 cts. per 103 
pounds higher than one week ago. 
There has also been a corresponding 
advance on butcher stock.

rangers marketed were of 
inferior 


quality. Some fairly good Montanas 
brought $3 60 to $3 90 and 
Dakotas 


$3 50 to $3 80 per 100 pounds. Values 
showed no cnango of uny note through- 
out the week.
